suddenly we had a government. 


THE CHIEF loser in all thia 
exercise is the Likud. After all 
the erlticism heaped on the gov- 
ernment they were entitled to 
think they would get a chance at 
last and that chance must have 
seemed very near several times 
during the past two weeks. 

Gahal, the largest component of 
the Likud, left the 1987 coalition 
too soon, in the mistaken belief 
that the government was about to 
evacuate territories without a 
peace agreement. This ai loast 
saved them from all involvements 
in _the events of October 1973. 

If we succeed in making a dis- 
engagement agreement with the 
Syrians — doubtful at the mo- 
ment — and there is progress in 
Geneva, withdrawal and other 
concessions will come up for con- 
sideration, The Liberal section of 
Gahal was most reluctant to bolt 
from the government in 1970, 
and might not be willing to do 
so again. The broad coalltlan, in 
fact, might have been a better 
risk for the Alignment than for 
the Likud. 


HOW DID the President come to 


express himself in favour of a 
broad coalition? 

Kt seems that the President 
is not formally banned from hav- 
ing political opinions and even 
giving them expression. A semi- 
offielal source described such ac- 
tion as “not customary,” but who 
says that we have " ostablished 
presidential customs after 26 
years of existence as a state? 

President Katzir was an Estab- 
lishment candidate, pushed 
through against 8. non-Establish- 
ment candidate, Deputy Knesset 
Speaker Yitzhak Navon. If he had 
stepped out of Hne In support of 
an official Alignment view, it 
would have been a rather dubious 

work. To support 
8. view opposed by the party that 
put him into office is more re- 
asguringly independent. But ft is 
a slippery slope, all the same. 
If you want to take part in poli- 
tical Hfe, don't become President. 


“THE PRESIDENT was right,” 
says a friend. “He might have 
swung it. In 1956 Lord Mount- 
batten was opposed to the Suez 
action ag Hable to endanger Brit- 
ish relations with the Arabs, 
while Eden supported it, Mount. 
batten went to the Queen, his 
niece. A meeting was sct up, and 
the Queen, carefully schooled, put 
it to one of the commanders that 
the action should be slowed down. 
The scheme worked and the Suez 
action by Britaln was a fiasco. 
“Where does that got us?” 
“Sometimes a long chance works.” 

“If the President had managed 
to swing it, if Moshe had not 
agreed to go back, if Golda had 
not agreed to carry on, we might 
have hed a broad coalition. It's all 
chance. It’s always worth trying.

Measured by these three yard- 
sticks, the statistics are horrify- 
ing. No less than 28,000 Israeli 
children under 18 (the figure be- 
comes 45,000 if the income figure 
is revised slightly upward) live 
in families in which afl three 
criteria are met, Those families 
in which uny one of the three 
factors obtains (that is, very low 
monthly income, or three in a 
room, or head of family with very 
limited education) make for a to- 
tal of between 160,000 to 185,000 
youngsters. ("Youth" here is 
taken to cover the ages from 
birth to 18; altogethor, in Is- 
roel, there are about one million 
Jewish youth in this group. For 
the time being, the minority com- 
munities are not included in the 
Committee's ‘figures.) 

“About 20 per cent of all our 
youth are, by our standards, de- 
prived,” said Mr. Levy, “About 
one in 16 are critically deprived, 
And if we look at this sub-group 
of deep, critical deprivation, we 
see that it is made u entirely 
of families of Sephardi origin.” 

The root of the problem, he is 

uick to point out — and as 
the world ig increasingly learn- 
ing — igs not money. Rather, he 
says it is “more subjective than 
objective — a matter of ‘emo- 
tional deprivation’.” 

The exceptions that prove the 
rule seem to point up the failure

Structurally, the Authority has

“YOUNG PEOPLE are not as 
cynical as older people,” he told 
me. “They want to he taken off 
the streets, they want to find 
their place in socicty."’ The war, 
he emphasized more than once, 
served to accent the importance 
of those social problems which 
were studied by the Committee 
during the “quiet” years of 1971- 
72, when the 900 page report 
was being compiled. 

“Imme jately after the last war, 
there was initial worry that so- 
cial problems would once again 
80 overshadowed by defence and 


security. But this worry was 


without foundation. We're deep 
Into these problems, and public 
expectation is far too develo; 

to ignore them, The war once 
again emphasized the equality of 
all soldiers in ἃ tank — while 
underlining the economic diffl- 
culties of the poorer classes.’ 

The problems of youth reflect 
those of society in general, Mr. 
Levy made clear in several ways. 

“In the last war — and we are 
by no means finished with war 
— youth volunteered, and fought 
with great bravery. But that same 
youth has demands and expecta- 
tions and views. 

“For instance, you can interpret 
in two ways that sign on the 
tank that said ‘Panthers to Cai- 
ro,’ In one sense, it might mean 
‘We Panthers are feeling fine. 
But in another, it could mean 
‘The Panthers bear the bruut of 
the fighting’.” 7 

When I asked why, in his opit- 
jon the Panthers failed in the 
last election, Baruch Levy sald, 
“I think it was based on a ma 
ture response on the part of the 
electorate, and on the belief tha 
the things which need doing mu 
be done by the Government ac- 
cording to a plan and ἃ pe 
Tamme, and not in response t0 
lemonstrations.”

Despite American immigrants’ 
demands for it, thore is πὸ 
molasses available in Israel. Nor 
is there corn syrup. Beit Yitzhak 
informs me that its “778 Golden 
Syrup" Is a glucose and sugar 
syrup with caramel flavouring. 
The “778 Maple Syrup” has the 
sSame_ base, with mznlc flavour- 
ing. The firm also makes 8. cho- 
ecolate syrup. Beit Yitzhak point- 
ed out to me that, unllke many 
products in Israel, its large sizes 
are really economy sizes. The 
500-gram plastic bottles coat gaily 
50 per cent more than_the 240- 
pram glass bottles. All Beit Yitz- 

ak bottles sre non-returnable, 
and . deapite the current trend, 
back to re-usable bottles to save 
on scarce materials, the com- 
pany says it hag no means of 
collecting and cleaning bottles. 


READING RECIPES is one of 
those things, like counting money, 
which people are most comfort- 
able doing in their mother- 
tongue. Several readers have ask- 
ed me whether the American 
“Joy of Cooking" cookbook, from 
whieh I quote occasionally, is 
available in Israel. I have not 
seen ἰξ on sale here, nor have 
1 found the ‘Betty Crocker" or

"Settlement" cookbooks, which 
are also popular in the U.S. 
Brown's bookstore in Tel Aviv 
tells me it usually stocks the 
American “Pillsgbury" cookbook, 
but it is sold out at Present. if 
browsed at Brown's and Steimat- 
sky's in Tel Aviv in search of 
a good English-language cook- 
book of the sort consider an 
all-around gulde to cookery 
one which tells you about ingre- 
dients, gives you measurement 
conversion charts, and suggests 
substitutes for unavailable pro- 
ducts, in addition to giving you 
lots of recipes. 

In my browsing, I saw only 
one book — at Steimatzky’s — 
which seemed a very good buy 
and a welcome addition to the 
cookery-consclous home, and that 
Is the English edition of "La- 
rousse Gastronomique" “The 
Encyclopaedia of Food, Wine, 
and Cookery." The index is in 
French, but the other 1031 pages 
are.in English — and all of it 
sells for 6.80. Tt is not the 
usual cookbook, as its entries are 
alphabetical, rather than by food 
categories, and not all the entries 
include recipes, though many do. 
The ‘first, for instance, is 
“Abaisse — a term in pastry- 
making for which there is no 
English equivalent...” and the 
book continues through “Zwie-

I find that most of them 
melt sufficiently for ἃ toasted 
cheese sandwich, a home-made 
pizza, a cheese omlette or a top- 
ping for a casserole. 

A sharp-eyed reader noticed 
that some of ihe yellow cheeses 
Visted as “full fat" in the recent 
official maximum-price lists are 
marked "“half-fat" on the pack- 
ages. Obviously, she does not want 
to pay more for half-fat cheeses 
{han for full-fat ones. 

Having looked into the specl- 
fie cheeses she mentions, It 
seems to me that the problem 
Is one of terminology. It would 
be better to forget the terms, 
and simply state that Strauss 
Dairy's ‘“Nahariya" and "Dana" 
cheeses, which she __ inquired 
about, have a 45 per cent fat 
content (in dry matter), and its 
“Meiron,” 30 per cent fat. The 
government list calls these ‘full- 
fat," the dairy calls them “half- 
fat." By comparison, Tnuva’'s 
“Gush Hialav is 40 per cent, 
“Gilboa" (which it terms “half- 
fat’) is 30 per cent, and Its 
Swiss-type ‘Tal Haemek" is 45 
per cent. 

Some time ago, I suggested 
that unfinished plastic tubs of 
leben, sour cream, etc., could be 
re-covered with a piece of alu- 
minium foil. Two readers have 
done a one-upmanship on me. 
They write that the hard plastic 
lids from other products — par- 
ticularly the plastic tubs of fish 
salads, humous and tehina, and 
peanut butter — fit perfectly on 
the leben cups. They do. My 
thanks ta you. The reader who 
suggest that Tnuva and the 
other dairies should fo over’ to 
these re-usuable plastic lids for- 
ets that this would increase the 
price of these subsidized and 
priea-controlled milk — products. 
The present foil lids are cheaper 
to make and print with the pro-

Blow the Jewish trumpet 


WAS IT so difficult for 
way law Huberman to assemble 
the wind section of the Palestine 

tra in 1! — and not to 
be able to find a Jewish tuba- 
player? Why are the strings in 
80 many orchestras in the world, 
particularly in the United States, 
played by Jews, and the wood- 
winds and brass by non-Jews — 
a situation which has changed 
In Israel in recent decades? 

For the answers we first have 
to go back a bit in history. For 
many centuries Jews did not par-

Most famous is 
Sslomone Rossi, composer/mu- 
sedan at the Gonzaga Court in 
Mantua ‘in the early 17th cen- 
tury, who had the privilege of 
not having to wear the yellow 
Star of David, but was proud to 
call himself “Ebreo,” so as not 
to be mistaken for one of the 
many gentile musicians named 


Jewish musicians are known to 
have been active in the 14th 
century, and in the 17th century 
even formed a guild of their 
own, Playing at non-Jewish wed- 
alge and market-places, A 

16th century painting by 
Paolo Zacchio 11 Vecchio in the 
Rijksmuseum in Amaterdam ἀξ.

Tn the period of emancipation, 
Jews began to win places in 
the sun — Mendelasohn, Moyer-

or less accepted, one might al- 
most say, in Spite of, rather 
than because , their Jewish 
origins.

and a long line of famous cell- 
ists was started by Karl Davidov

in 1935-1936, he found many good 
string players but very few blow- 
ers of reed and brass in- 
struments, How come? 


TO BE ACCEPTED by gentile 
society in any sphere, a Jew had 
to be outstanding, In music a 
virtuoso. The cultured and the 
powerful tended to overlook the 
origins of a men who could com- 
pose symphonies and operas to 
their taste, or perform as a 
soloist. These solo performances 
were restricted to the violin, the 
cello, the harpsichord and ‘jater 
the piano, to singers and to con- 
ductors. §o, obviously, personal 
ambitions were directed towards 
reaching supremacy in these 
branches. 

Besides, life as a soloist suited 
the individualistic Jewish tem- 
pean — and still does, There 
is hardly any job as difficult and 
strenuous as conducting a Jew-

This habit 
changed only slowly, and It was 
not ao long ago that most of the 
wind players of any kind in opera 
and symphony orchestras were 
men who had spent long years 
of service in army bands. Jaws 
were not accepted in elther town 
schools or military bands, and 
traditions die hard. 

In Eastern Europe, the klez- 
merim who provided tha music 
for Jewish festivities confined 
themselves to a few instruments: 
fiddles and clarinets, supported 
by a double bass and some per- 
cussion. Both the melody instru- 
ments are considered to ba close 
fn character to the human voice, 
and were thug the ‘best for ex- 
pressing emotion and sentiment. 


WHEN THE STATE OF ISRAEL 
came into being, an army band 
had to be formed to perform at 
parades and on occasions such 
as Btate visits of heads of govern- 
ment and diplomats presenting 
their letters of credence to the 
President. The story goes that 
for the first such event, in 1948, 
military police rounded up mu- 
siclana in the strects of Tel Aviv, 
brought them to Belt Brenner, 


where a composer was busy or- 
chestrating and writing out the 
paris required and that after a 
asty ronearsal, the Kirya wit- 
nessed a strange sight — αὶ mot- 
ley band playing in the shadow 
of trees, hidden behind a com- 
Pany of military police drawn up 
smartly to make an impression 
on_ the diplomats, 

Since then, the band of the 
IDF has served its cause Faith. 
fully, and, as a by-product, has 
trained many players of all the 
wind inatruments needed in a 
military band, from piccolo to 
tuba, who have left the army after 
their years service as proficient 
as _gentiles in similar posltions. 

day, there ig no dearth of 
efficient instrumentaliats to pro- 
vide the wind section for any 
kind of orchestra or band, The 
Police Band, stationed in Jeruaa- 
lem, has left its mark in its 50 
years of existence, and the 
America-Israel Cultural Founda- 
tion's Sharett Fund for Young

The Six Day War was 
the first she had lived through 
here, and she felt uninvolved and 
bewildered at what she saw 
around her, The Yom Kippur War 
found her a seasoned i, a 


member of a kibbutz, a married 
woman with a child, very much 
involved in the life of the coun- 
try, but still marvelling at the 
strength of the women who saw 
their loved ones off to war, re- 
eeived tragic news and kept on 
doing what they had done before. 
held families together, continue 
with their jobs. 

As an artist, she had to find 
an outlet for her feelings. She 


started to interview women, only ΓῚ 


women she knew, beginning wit 
members of her kibbutz, and she 
found them all willing to talk — 
even when the wounds were atill 
bleeding — and willing to have 
thelr stories presented to the 
public, 

Among the women she intar- 
viewed were two _prowinent per- 
sonalities, and both agreed to bo 
publiely identified. One is Naomi 
orea, & member of Kibbutz Ma- 
pean Michael, the wife of Aluf 
orea and herself a veteran Ha- 
ana fighter; the other is Sorika 

averman, a member of ΚΙΌ- 
butz Shamir, a Palmah fighter, 
one of the founders of the Wo- 
men's Army, the heroine of 8 
mission behind Nazi lines during 
World War I. 

It is remarkable that these two 
and the other women, who re- 
main anonymous, eed to have 
actresses portray em on the 
stage; and one of the most re- 
markable aspects of the show is 
the complete {identification of the 
performers (Rachel Dobson, Leo- 
ra Rivlin, Lea Schlanger, Ora Shi- 
rion) with the characters the 
impersonate. It is the best col- 
lective piece of acting I have 
seen recently — if it can be 
called acting. It is certalnly not 
acting in the conventional sense, 
for there is no action in the show 
and the monologues were not 
by a playwright but came out of 
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the mouths of living persons. 

Is "What do I nttak” alto- 

ther theatre? Certainly not in 
the conventional sense, but our 
understanding οἵ ie = term 
“theatre” has gone through revo- 
Jutionary changes in recent de- 
cades Which have also revolu- 
tionized_ other arts. 

The British stage director, Pe- 
ter Brook, recently wrote: “Δ 
mon walks across an em ty 
ace while someone is watching 
him, and this 18. all that in need- 
ed for an act of theatre to be 
engared. In Western Europe, es- 
pecially in England and Belgium, 
we sea the flowering of the street 
theatre, In which actors appear 
without warning on a busy street 
corner to engage in an impromp- 
tu performance, drawing the pub- 
lic into the act. 


THE PLAY on the proscenium 
stage, that famous room with 
three walls, is no longer the only 
form of theatre, aa it was for 
too long a time. The documentary 
show, which creates no illusions 
of reality but brings real Ilfe to 
the stage, is still another form 
of theatre, and in this particular 
case seems to be the moat suit- 
able one in which the theatre could 
react to a national trauma. 
Writing a play on a subject 
such ag this needs time, much 
time, to find a perspective from 
which the playwright can survey 
the scene, separate the non-essen- 
tlal from the essential, reach be- 
low the surface to extract the 
real meaning. Let us hope that such 
plays will be written, the later 
the better, Meanwhile, at a time 
of national stocktaking, a show 
such as “What Do I Think About 
the War?” is a valuable contri- 
bution, helping us te see things 
as they really are — which, after 
all, is what theatre is about. 
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
